Smog device 
firms sue

LOS ANGELES (UPI) - Two 
auto smog device firms and a group 
of environmentalists have sued the 
state to reinstate the 1974 deadlines 
for auto smog devices on 1966-70 
cars. 
Superior Court Judge David N. 
Eagleson set Feb 8 for a hearing on 
a preliminary injunction that would 
reverse a controversial decision last 
month by the State Air Resources 
Board. 
At one time last year the state was 
readying a program that would have 
had tens of thousands of California 
drivers install $35 antismog devices 
on their used cars in 1974. 


But on Nov. 16, Gov. Ronald 
Reagan asked that the deadlines be 
reconsidered because there was 
some evidence, he said, that the 
devices caused cars to use more 
gasoline.

Reagan budget includes cushion against energy crisis 


SACRAMENTO (UPI) - Gov Ronald Reagan, refusing 
to abandon his rejected spending limit plan, today proposed 
a record 19 81 billion state budget which envisoned a $272 
million surplus as a possible cushion against the energy 
crunch. 
The fiscal blueprint was the biggest in the-nation 
proposed state budget and was the second tightest Reagan 
ever submitted It totaled more than twice as much as his 
first "squeeze, cut and trim " spending request in 1967. 


Major provisions included a 7 per cent pay raise for state 
employes; $19 9 million for a new school for the deaf and 
blind; $2.5 million to shore up San Quentin, a 8 5 per cent 
funding increase for the University of California and a 8 per 
cent increase for the state colleges; and a return to one 
license plate cars 


Broken down, it represented about $467 for every man, 
woman and child in California, an increase of about $3 60 
over the current spending level. 


In sending his last budget to the legislature. Reagan kept 
his prom ise and tailored the package to conform with the 
provisions of his tax and spending limit ballot initiative 
defeated by the voters in November 


"Abiding by the lim itations which would have been 
placed in the constitution by Prop 1 has not, despite the 
claim s of some opponents, caused wholesale cutbacks in 
existing state program s," he declared 


The plan to finance state government for the fiscal year 
starting July 1 totaled $9,812,470,481—an increase of $168 4 
million over current spending or 1 7 per cent. 
GAO asked to reject Thiokol bid 


Lockheed 
Propulsion 
Co., 
a 
recent 
loser 
in 
bid 
competition to m anufacture solid rocket engines for the 
space shuttle, asked the General Accounting Office 
yesterday to reject the choice of Thiokol Chemical Corp. 
for the $106 million contract. 


Lockheed’s contention is that the National Aeronautics 
and Space Administration, which adm inisters the rocket- 
plane project, made "im proper adjustm ents” in the 
company’s bids. Before these adjustm ents, Lockheed 
officials said, they had underbid Thiokol for the contract, 
which could eventually be worth $1 billion 
Lockheed 
spokesmen said this makes the award to Thiokol illegal. 


Another contention of Lockheed’s focused on the freight 
rates proposed by Thiokol, which would m anufacture the 
rocket engines in Utah and ship them by rail to Cape 


Canaveral Lockheed spokesmen say that the rate bid in the 
Thiokol offer, $2 50 per 100 pounds to ship delicate, 
dangerous solid rocket engines, is not plausible. 


Lockheed spokesmen also contend that the choice of 
Thiokol would tend to concentrate the solid rocket engine 
business in only one company Aerojet Solid Propulsion Co. 
and United Technology Center also competed for the 
shuttle rocket bid and were turned down. 


O ther contracts previously awarded Thiokol are for the 
solid rocket engines for the Minuteman III ICBM and the 
engines for the Trident Submarine ICBM. 


There are no more new solid rocket engine contracts, 
critics of the Thiokol aw ard contend, and this will tend to 
force the other three companies out of the solid rocket 
engine business.

Mrs Rita van Buskirk. county recorder since 1963, 
announced today she will be a candidate for the combined 
post of Santa Barbara County clerk-recorder in the June 
primary election 
Mrs van Buskirk, who first won the recorder position in 
1962 by defeating four men candidates, was returned to 
office in 1966 and 1970 by handsome “ complimentary” 
votes without opposition. 
The board of supervisors on Monday signified approval of 
an ordinance to combine her office with that of the county 
clerk at the end of this year 
Howard C Menzel, named county clerk last month after 
retirement Dec 1 of the late J E Lewis, will also be a 
candidate for the consolidated post He was a long-time 
assistant county clerk under Lewis and like Mrs van 
Buskirk is expected to have a large following at the polls in 
June 
Possibility is seen that Menzel and Mrs van Buskirk 
might wind up in a November election runoff if there are 
three or more candidates in the field, as an out right winner 
would have to get a majority of all votes cast to clinch the 
position June 4. 


The combined post will pay $25,000. a sum larger than 
either the county clerk or countv recorder positions now 
Pay 
Mrs van Buskirk. whose huge vote in the 1962 campaign 
when she warded off all male rivals easily set up her as a 
formidable campaigner, said; 
“ This is a real challenge ahead of me. and I ve never had 
a real challenge in politics before This really pumps the 
adrenalin I intend to run ” 
At the same time, however, she expressed chagrin that 
the board of supervisors acted so speedily, as she said, on 
the proposal Monday to consolidate the two offices 
They never consulted with me." she declared, and 
alleged that the supervisors were already in session 
debating the issue when she received from the county

$10 fee for dogs recommended 


Dogs appear to be rapidly losing their former status as 
“ man’s best friend.” 
With complaints building up continually as an “ explosive, 
uncontrolled” dog population in county areas, outside of the 
cities, mounts to some 50,000 canines, the Santa Barbara 
County Board of Supervisors will be asked Monday to set an 
annual $10 license fee for dogs, effective March 1. 
The present fee is $4 per year. 
Under the proposed new fee structure, however, dog 
owners who have their pets neutered can get by at half the 
price, or $5 a year. State law now allows fees for neutered 
dogs at half the regular fee. 
The proposed higher animal fee and penalty provisions 
come under a proposed new animal control ordinance 
designed to cover not only dogs and cats, but also larger 
animals such as horses, colts, and mules as well as rabbits, 
fowl or other small animals. 
Penalty for failure to obtain a dog license within the 
prescribed period will be jumped from $2 to $10 if the 
ordinance is adopted as currently drafted. 
County health director Joseph T. Nardo in a cover letter 
to county supervisors says the mounting dog problem is 
common throughout the state and country and isn’t a Santa 
Barbara County phenomenon. 
Dr. Nardo stressed that the dog problem in this county

Don’t bet she likes the idea of this article 
either She’s tired of those “ first woman 
to” stones, stories about a woman 
climbing telephone posts as a lineman, 
about a woman ankle taper for a college 
football team, about a woman paratrooper 
in the U.S Army 


And don’t be like some of the others and 
come on with the “ women should be in the 
kitchen philosophy She’s heard it before. 
Ironically but not surprising (to Nancy), 
one of the worst comments she heard came 
from another woman Nancy was working 
in a survey party when a woman drove up 
m her car, rolled down the window, and 
asked, “ Are they hiring girl surveyors 
now?" 
Nancy resented the question for two 
reasons: it was obvious what she was doing 
and she objected to the woman’s sexist 
tone 
But 
Nancy 
understands 
such 
reactions 
“ Most women think they don’t have the 
intelligence to do some things,” she said 
Women, and men. are socialized to think 
that way. she believes And they didn’t 
have Nancy’s father for a father, a man 
who 
preferred 
his 
children 
to 
be 
independent 


When she wanted to take mechanical 
drawing instead of typing in high school, he 
consented, leaving his daughter free to 
pursue her interests, which were more the 
interests of a son 
“ I could put things together as easy as 
my brothers could,” she recalled “ Math 
had been one of my easiest subjects and 
mechanical 
drawing 
was 
mv 
second 
easiest subject And I hated home ec.” 
During her three years at Montana State 
University < 1969 19721, Nancy majored in 
engineering science with a special interest 
in civil engineering and math 
In the 
department, two other girls were in her 
same class year. 
Freshman year she spent on a work- 
study program as a draftsman’s aid in the 
Soil Conservation Service of the U.S. 
Department of Agriculture 
She also 
worked as a draftsman’s aid for three 
summers in the Montana State Highway 
Department 
Nancy was employed by the city of 
Lompoc nine and a half months ago. about 
II months after she and her Air Force 
husband Ron arrived on the Central Coast. 
He flies a desk in the pavement and 
grounds section of the Civil Engineers 
Squadron at Vandenberg. 
Her duties in the office are drafting and 
designing work, mostly city streets and 
alleys In the field, she may run a level, be 
a rodman, take notes, or hold a line, 
“ everything there is to be done in the 
field ”

unwilling subject for a story, she points out 
that there are inequities in the working 
world.

oil, bank firms 


WASHINGTON (U PI) — A study done by a Washington 
research firm shows a widespread pattern of interlocking 
directorships between oil companies and major banks and 
financial institutions that its authors claim reduces 
competition in the oil industry 
Although federal antitrust law prohibits the same person 
from sitting on the boards of directors of firms in direct 
competition with each other, the study revealed numerous 
cases of directors of competing oil companies serving 
together on the boards of the nation's largest banks, 
insurance companies and investment firms. 
These overlapping directorships permit a “ harmonizing" 
of actions among the different oil companies and a 
reduction of competition between them, the report said 
The study was done by Stanley H 
Ruttenberg & 
Associates for a maritime union, the Marine Engineers 
Beneficial Association (MEBA). Ruttenberg was federal 
manpower administrator in the Kennedy administration 
and 
an 
assistant 
labor secretary in 
the Johnson 
administration. 
Ruttenberg said he collected names of directors of the 
companies and banks involved from Standard and Poor’s 
Directory of Corporation Directors and Executives through 
September of 1972, and used a computer to match them up 
to show interlocks. 
“ A network of 14 banks was tied to 18 of the largest oil 
companies," the report said 
The Ruttenberg study showed that Bank of America 
shared directors with three of the 18 oil firms: Standard of 
California, Union Oil and Getty Oil. 
Others included: Bankers Trust with Mobil and Continen­ 
tal Oil; Chase Manhattan Bank with Standard Oil of 
Indiana. Atlantic Richfield, Diamond Shamrock and

More SBA field offices 
under investigation 


WASHINGTON (UPI) — Congressional investigators 
have begun checking more Small Business Administration 
field offices for possible illegal lending activities as a result 
of tips from persons who have dealt with the SBA. 


Sources on the House Banking Committee said four or 
five offices have been added to the list of 22 SBA field 
operations under investigation by the House Small Business 
Subcommittee 


The offices were added as a result of telephone tips and 
letters from a variety of sources including SBA employes, 
SBA borrowers and persons who were either refused loans 
or granted money under what they felt were questionable 
circumstances 


Some were crank leads, but investigators say they found 
most contained valid information. 
One phone call led directly to a field visit by staff 
investigators to an SBA office where alleged illegal 
activities were taking place. Since public hearings on the 
SBA began in late November, staff investigators have 
checked five such field offices including the Richmond, Va.. 
operation which triggered the full probe. 
Of the five offices, only one has proved to be well run in 
the view of investigators. They refused to identify specific 
offices.

Cost of a loaf of bread 
may soon go to $1

Faced with a gradual climb in the 
supermarket cost of bread and industry 
predictions of more possible increases, 
some homemakers are rediscovering an 
almost forgotten art-baking bread at 
home. 
But due to the growing cost of flour, even 
that alternative 
is 
rapidly 
becoming 
uneconomical 
Barbara Williams, a Falls Church. Va , 
housewife, said that since the end of 1972 
the price per pound of flour has jumped 
from 12 cents to 32 or 34 cents 
Making bread at home will soon be a 
luxury no one can afford.' Mrs Williams 
said. “ I think we housewives deserve a 
better deal than the Russians got " U.S. 
wheat reserves were depleted 18 months 
ago when the Soviet Union purchased huge 
supplies of American wheat to supplement 
its meager crop. 


Bill O Mead, chairman of the American 
Bakers Association, is another critic of the 
Russian wheat deal 
He told a news conference in Washington 
Wednesday that because of large U.S. 
wheat exports, the nation's reserves are 
dangerously low 
Mead predicted that a 24-ounce loaf of 
bread on the shelves of grocery stores may 
cost 
$1 
by 
late 
spring 
unless 
the 
administration moves to place temporary 
curbs on wheat exports 
In the absence of such restrictions. Mead 
said, “ a bread shortage seems likely" and 
costs will skyrocket 
l^ater, Carroll G Brunthaver, assistant 
agnculture secretary, rebutted Mead’s 
charges, saying “ 1 don’t think the price of 
wheat will increase substantially (from 
current record levelsi and the price of 
bread should not increase substantially this 
spring 
He said the administration does 
not “ see the need for export controls."

Home ‘improvement’ isn’t always

Do you know the correct 
answer to this multiple- 
choice question? If you do, 
you have a higher "home im­ 
provement I Q." than most 
home owners - because most 
will get it wrong. 
Q. When a home owner 
makes a major improvement 
to his house, he will most 
likely: 
• increase the resale value 
of the house by more than the 
cost of the improvement, 
• Come out about even, 
recovering the cost of the im­ 
provement by adding the 
equivalent in resale value, 
• Get back around 50 per 
cent of his costs, the resale 
value of the house increasing 
by about half of the amount 
spent on improvements. 
With the possible exception 
of a couple of improvements, 
No. 3 above is about the best a 
homeowner can expect, ac­ 
cording to a homeowner-loan 
expert. 
For most projects, “ a 
return of 50 per cent of ex- 
p e n s e s is c o n s i d e r e d 
average, 
says William R. 
Hobson, vice president of 
GAC Finance, Inc. 
Most householders believe 
they will at least get back all 
their costs, and many believe 
they’ll come out ahead finan­ 
cially - a measure of how 
the financial rewards of 
home improvements have 
been oversold. 
Improvement projects 
"should be undertaken as an 
investment in family comfort 
and enjoyment, not as a prof­ 
it-making venture, 
Hobson 
cautions. 
While it’s true that the 
right kinds of improvements 


are likely to make a house 
more salable, says the GAC 
Finance executive, the most 
important consideration for 
home owners should be the 
added convenience and 
pleasure an improvement 
will provide. 
Any calculations of costs 
versus benefits should be 
made on the basis of whether 
the family feels it wants to in­ 
vest that much in added com­ 
fort, convenience or enjoy­ 
ment — not whether an im­ 
provement will “ pay for it­ 
self" in added resale value. 
Only two improvements, in 
Hobson's experience, gener­ 
ally result in a full return of 
costs, if and when a house is 
sold. They are central air 
conditioning, and converting 
a porch or breezeway into an 
added room. 
Some so-called improve­ 
ments can actually diminish 
the resale value ot a house, or 
make it more difficult to sell. 
Keep these important 
points in mind, Hobson coun­ 
sels, to protect the value of a 
residence: 
1. Don't overexpand If you 
live in a neighborhood of 
three-bedroom homes and 
feel the need for two more 
bedrooms and a swimming 
pool, move. 
One of the most common 
mistakes of home owners is 


"overimprovement' — sink­ 
ing so much money into 
deluxe features or enlarge­ 
ment that the investment in 
the house is out of line with 
property values in the im­ 
mediate neighborhood 
“ Market prices of homes 
are determined largely by 
the neighborhood, not the in­ 
dividual house," Hobson ob­ 
serves. 
2. Don't create an oddity. 
Remodeling with unusual 
materials may suit your fan­ 
cy, but turn away buyers. 
Also make sure that the proj­ 


ect fits logically into the ex­ 
isting floor plan. 
3. Keep in scale. Improve­ 
ments should be in balance 
with present living space. 
Don’t, for example, create a 
kitchen that belongs in a far 
more expensive house 
4. Don’t violate architec­ 
ture. All visible additions 
should follow the original 
style of the house. 
5. Do a quality job. This is 
essential, both in do-it-your­ 
self projects and in con­ 
tracted work 


The right kind of improve­ 
ment. done in good taste and 
with quality workmanship 
and materials, can create an 
entirely new home environ­ 
ment. and be well worth its

Soviets7 U.N. envoy still a cold warrior 


Et tu bistro? 


Progress perils a French tradition

U N IT E D N A T IO N S - 
(NKA) — When Soviet Am­ 
bassador Yakov Malik inter­ 
rupted a Security Council 
meeting here the other week 
with one of his energetic 
points of order, a Chinese 
representative stood up, 
arms waving, and said to the 
Russian: 
“ You should wait. What 
does it matter if you wait a 
few minutes? You should do 
things with style. I've known 
you for decades and you’ve 
never changed your habits.” 
That said it, probably, for 
many of the diplomats at the 
meeting that day 
And no 
doubt for thousands of others 
who have observed Malik 
during a quarter century of 
U.N. activity. Governments 
change. Governm ent a t­ 
titudes change also. But the 
Malik of the 70s is much like 
the Malik of the '40s - a 
thorn in this great body's 
side. 
Yet if he’s a pain to pro­ 
gressive diplomacy, .Jacob 
Aleksandrovich Malik must 
be joy for his employers. In 
two term s as chief U.N. 
delegate for the Union of 
Soviet Socialist Republics 
(1948 to 1952 and 1968 to pres­ 
ent) the 67-year-old 
Am ­ 
bassador Extraordinary” ap­ 
parently has gotten from the 
United Nations just about 
what Moscow wants: world 
attention, apprehension and 
occasionally, respect. 
The other day Malik got all 
three at one time. During de­ 
bates over the Middle East 
peace-keeping force, he 
engaged in a finger-pointing 
shouting match with U.S. 
Am bassador John Scali. 
While reporters recorded the 
scene for the newsreading 
globe and other delegates 
stood by in shock and fear for 
their Middle East resolution, 
Malik made his point: He 


wanted a single word change 
in the document for truce 
force authority. He wanted it 
to read that the peace­ 
keepers would act with “ ap­ 
proval” rather than just the 
consent’’ of the Security 
Council. 
Nitpicking? Not at all, say 
observers. The word ap­ 
proval is a stronger one than 
consent, thus safeguarding 
Malik's veto right over any 
U.N. force action to which 
Moscow might object. 
Perhaps it wasn’t necess­ 
ary for him to threaten the 
entire Middle East peace, ob­ 
serves a U.S. official here, 
“ But you have to hand it to 
him. For him Moscow comes 
before everything 
Other 
Russian delegates, adds the 
o fficial, such as Andrei 
Vishinsky, did not always ap­ 
pear to have their heart in 
the Russi an style of 
brinksmanship dipiomacy, 
but “ Malik is a true believer 
— he worries the U.N. so 
much at times it will do any­ 
thing to calm him.” 
The bully label, to be sure, 
has long been attached to the 
Soviet representative. And if 
it is fair it is also true that, 
early in his U.N. career, he 
may have been provoked into 
the role of the troll. In his 
first stint here, during the 
beginnings of the Korean 
War, he was treated by many 
Western nations as something 
out of a worm hole. Sir Eric 
Cadogan said M alik was 
stuffed with “ vulgarities.” 
Cold warriors in the U.S 
delegation passed around 
jokes about his nation (When 
Stalin died he met God, who 
marveled, “ You’ve done won­ 
ders, Joseph. I gave your peo­ 
ple one day of Tasting, you’ve 
given them seven. ”) After one 
Soviet address in the General 
Assembly, an A u stralian 
passed around a note read­ 
ing: the speech would be fine 


“ if it didn't come from the 
most outlandish dictatorship 
in the world.” 
No doubt Malik deserved 
some of the scorn. He moved 
about the United Nations sur-

rounded by an Iron Curtain of 
oafish aides and security per­ 
sonnel. He heaped abuse on 
many nations during self- 
serving floor addresses. And 
when, in 1950. he took his turn 
as Security Council president 
during the Korean conflict, 
he insisted on putting that 
agonizing matter well down 
the agenda. 
Even so, the treatment ac­ 
corded Malik at times was 
uncivilized. And so, says a 
U.S. authority today: “ I 
believe he learned two things 
in those days. One that the 
bourgeois were indeed his 
enemies. And two. that he 
had to shout at us to get our 
real attention. It’s somewhat 


anachronistic today, but 1 
think he still believes it ” 
Indeed, Malik seldom for­ 
gets the past. A still-a-bit* 
ro u g h p ro d u c t of the 
Bolshevik Revolution, har­ 
dened even more by the ex­ 
perience of World War II 
dhree million of his Ukranian 
people died during Nazi oc­ 
cupation) he is a man, says a 
British official here, “ who is 
exceptionally protective of 
Russian interests ” In sum, 
he’s hard nosed — and even 
during detente a cold war­ 
rior. 
It is this latter trait, 
perhaps, that most dis­ 
tin g u is h e s and a ffe c ts 
M alik’s U N. performance 
Some say that even after nine 
years U.N. experience (the 
most for a Russian), he is, be 
cause of continued hatred for 
the West, a flawed diplomat. 
When he began service here 
he was so resentful of non 
Communists that he commit­ 
ted the biggest diplomatic 
gaff in U.N. history - he 
boycotted the Security Coun­ 
cil, because of a petty disap 
pointment, thus ironically 
allowing that body to send a 
U.N. force to Korea. 
T o d a y , though 
m ore 
p o lis h e d , he r e m a in s 
unpredictably clumsy. Says a 
critic here: It would be bet­ 
ter for the Soviets to get 
someone else ” 
But would it be better for 
the rest of the w o rld 0 
Perhaps not. Someone else 
might be smoother, even 
more conciliatory on small 
issues, but U.S. authorities 
believe the West is better off 
with Malik “ He reminds us 
that Russia is still Russia.” 
explains one U.N. veteran. 
“ Detente may be blooming, 
East-West relations warming 
up, but when Malik stands in 
the U.N., like a big stubborn 
bear, it’s a healthy reminder 
of some unchanging truths.” 


PARIS - (NEA) - In this 
fast-moving age when so 
many familiar customs and 
places are fast disappering, a 
cry of alarm is now rising on 
behalf of the French “ bistro.” 
The bistro is as uniquely 
French as the Eiffel Tower 
and the Arc de Triomphe. 
Unlike the English pub or the 
American bar, the bistro al­ 
ways has been a family place 
of reunion as well as a man’s 
refuge. 
Even today in the suburbs 
and provinces, as well as the 
industrial 
working-class 
quarters of the city, the bistro 
is, in the words of one Fer­ 
nand Plantier, an electrician, 
“ the family one chooses, the 
only place where you can still 
speak out, say w hatever 
comes into your mind.” 
Many d iffic u ltie s are 
ironed out standing at the 
“ zinc’’ (bar) or sitting around 
a marble-topped table. It was 
not an unusual sight to see, in 
the newspaper district, a 
journalist writing his copy in 
his favorite cafe. There are 
still today newspapermen 
who choose the cafe to write 
their think pieces. 
At the turn of the century, 
Emile Zola wrote a scathing 
denunciation of the bistro 
responsible, according to 
him, for the alcoholism then 
scandalously rampant in the 
working classes. 
But Monsier Jean Blat, 
president of the cafe owners 
syndicate in Paris, refutes 
this charge against the bistro. 
He claims that much more 
alcohol is drunk in homes. 
“ While figures show that 
fifty million hectoliters (one 
hectoliter equals 100 quarts) 
of wine are consumed in 
homes, only six million are 
accounted for in public 
places. On the other hand, 
almost two m illion hec­ 
toliters of soft drinks con­ 
sumed in cafes and bistros 
and only two hundred thou­ 
sand in homes.” 


In defense of the bistro, the 
well-known writer Michel 
A u d i a r d , h u m o u ro u s ly 
pointed out that “ if guys 
prefer a glass of red wine to a 
soft drink, it is only because 
red wine is better. Anyway, 
nobody has ever seen them 
standing in line at a water 
fountain. The one thing that 
scares me, however, is that 
when I go into a bistro to 
escape certain TV programs, 
there are now more and more 


of those infernal pinball 
machines and, alas, televi­ 
sion going on full blast.” 


Speaking of water, this is, 
according to the French dic­ 
tionary, a colorless, odorless, 
insipid liquid. Frenchmen, as 
everyone knows, have a low 
opinion ot it as a beverage. 
All the same, quite a lot of 
water is drunk in this country 
according to statistics and 
some even enjoy it. 
One of the quaint scenes 
still to he seen today is peo­ 
ple. men and women, who 
lm<* up every day with empty 
bottles and containers to 
draw water from the three 
spigots of the Pints de Passy 
- an artesian well m this up­ 
per-class Parisian district. 
There is a parish pump at­ 
mosphere surrounding the 
well in the tiny flower-lined 
square. There are the nur­ 
semaids and the prim old 
ladies in their prewar hats 
who occupy the square’s 
benches and there are the 
water-fetchers. They come 
from early morning until 
n ig h tfa ll. They are an

/Vhat hath inflation wrought? 
Is there a $2 bill in our future?

<NEA) - From a distance it 
looks something like a tinker- 
toy construction pushing 
through a sandbox t'p close, 
near comparison objects, it 
takes on other dimensions 
The Peabody Coal Company’s 
5960 Super Scooper power 
shovel stands 20 stones high, 
w eighs 18 million pounds and 
each time it drops its giant 
bucket into the earth it grabs 
200 tons of soil. 
The machine is a primary 
part of Peabody’s River 
Queen strip mining operation 
here. And though few Ameri­ 
cans have seen the behemoth, 
though few can comprehend 
its bulk and capacity, the 
shovel and others like it may 
become critical to the US 
way of life. 
With the energy crisis set­ 
tling in, with ominous talk of 
oil shortages up to 50 per cent 
of minimum needs, coal has 
become the most feasible 
short-term alternative The 
nation sits on nearly 50 per 
cent of known coal reserves 
in the world Kentucky alone 
has some 2,400 years of it at 
present production levels 
Even before the Arab oil 
boycott, the Lnited States 
used coal for 25 per cent of its 
electrical needs and soon 
that figure mav have to dou­ 
ble 
As of now, the call for coal 
has remained moderate The 
United States for several 
years has been producing 
coal in not much greater 
amounts than it did a half- 
century ago. And for the mo­ 
ment. says a Peabody spokes­ 
man “We are not greatly in­ 
creasing our production. We 
could. There is much we 
could do. Rut we have to have 
some definite signals that it 
would be in our interest. 
The signals would be 
guarantees from state and 
local governments that 
would make greater produc­ 
tion profitable Coal com­ 
panies do not w ant to expand 
to meet a short-term crisis 
"and then, when the situation 
has eased, be left holding the 
bag." 
Thus one of the guarantees 
the industry wants is a relax­ 
ation of pollution and conser­ 
vation laws — “ Not just for a 
year but for several.” And 
there are some signs this may 
be happening. Local govern­ 
ments are already withdraw­ 
ing opposition to high sulfur 
fossil fuels to meet this 
winter's generating plant 
needs. And Congress is in no 
mood to trifle either: long 
awaited federal anti-strip 
mining legislation, thought 
possible this session, is now- 
seen by energy-conscious of­ 
ficials as dead as a stone

WASHINGTON - (NEA) - 
'ears ago the nation la­ 
mented the passing of the 
alue of the penny coin.

Now it 
eems the cry is: “You can’t 
>uy anything for a dollar 
inymore. No doubt about it, 
he buck, the geetah. the old 
II greenback has seen its 
nore useful days. 
So it is that the Treasury 
Department, in its wisdom, is 
;hinking about resolving this 
amentable circumstance. 
It may bring back the $2 
bill. 
James Conlon, director of 
Treasury’s bureau of engrav­ 
ing and printing, says the 
thought has been kicking 
around for several years 
now. “ As early as 1969 we 
recommended to the secre­ 
tary of the Treasury that the 
two-dollar bill be printed 
again. Right now the idea is 
under very active study both 
by us and the Federal 
Reserve.” 
The reasons, says Conlon, 
are threefold: 
One: The dollar doesn't go 
so far anvmore. What can one 
buy for a one? Two gallons of 
gas, if it’s available at all A 
pair of shoestrings and a 
f 
iackage of potato chips. A 
ellow in New York still sells 
fireplace logs for 99 cents 
apiece. 
Two. The A m erican 
Revolutionary 
Bicentennial 
Commission wants com­ 
memorative space on the 
back of the new bill and 
hopes its recirculation will 
advertise 1976. The Commis­ 
sion, facing citizen apathy, is 
at this point grasping for any 
publicity it can get. 
Three: The $1 bill has a dis­ 
proportionate ratio of num­ 
bers to value. Conlon says 
about 55 to 65 per cent of all 
U.S. currency is $1 bills and 
the substitute printing of a 
large number of twos could 
cut engraving and printing 
costs by about $4 million a 
year. 
To be sure, many Treasury 
officials feel the two is an 
idea whose time has come. 
And this is interesting 
because many of the same of­ 
ficials, a decade ago, felt the 
two was an idea whose time 
had gone. The $2 bill was in­ 
troduced in America in 1862 


and was in general use until 
1965, when steadily declining 


interest in the note forced its 
discontinuance. 
Why the interest decline’ 
The stories are many. From 
the beginning the bill had an 
eerie connotation about it 
Alexander Hamilton, who 
was killed in the duel with 
Aaron Burr, was the original 
face on the $2 front, and the 
public unease was such that 
Hamilton's picture lasted 
only a year before it was 
removed in favor of the more 
routinely deceased Tom 
Jefferson. 
B e s id e s 
th is , 
says 
numismatic writer Mort 
Reed, the bill in later years 
“looked a little different from 
other currency; it wasn t as 
attractive.” Also the bill was 
“ odd” statistically; the 
government did not print as 
many twos as ones and 
because it was somewhat 
rarer - read that somewhat 
odder - people attached to it 
some peculiar significances. 


In the end it was supersti­ 
tion that did the two in. Reed 
says that people would be 
found hit by a train, or dead 
from a fall off the building, 
and $2 bills would be in their 
pockets. There would also be 
ones and fives, perhaps, but 
the twos were remembered 
and stigmas fixed. Even­ 
tually, some business con­ 
cerns found the public would 
not even accept the bill in 
change and this only aggra­ 
vated the idea it may be fun­ 
ny money. 


Not phony money, however 
Some people apparently did 
mistake the $2 bill with sto­ 
ries of the $3 bill produced by 
the Confederacy of the Civil 
War. “ It’s as phony as a $3 
bill,” became, for an er­ 
roneous few, “ it’s as phony as 
a $2 bill.” 


But, the two was never 
phony. Questioned about this 
by a news reporter in the 
1930s, a Treasury official 
joked: “ I assure you the $2 
bill is worth $2. If anyone 
doubts this they may send me 
personally all their $2 bills 
and I will prove their worth 
by spending the money on 
everything I need in the 
nearest store” 
Yet in its own way the 


public rejected the bill’s 
value anyway. Sailors during 
World War II, who for some 
reason were otten paid with 
disproportionate numbers ot 
twos, gave them to prosti­ 
tutes who would then hastily 
give them to pimps, who 
would in turn give them to 
the merchants who would 
turn them into the banks. 
Recalls a Treasury official ot 
the buck passing: 


“ Everybody wanted to get 
rid of the twos. And even­ 
tually most of them wound up 
in banks, which could not get 
rid of them. Usage dropped to 
nearly nothing. When we dis­ 
continued the note it ac­ 
counted for only a half-per 
cent of all bills circulating.” 


But all that is past, hopes

He says other na­ 
tions, such as Canada and 
Australia, use $2 currency 
with no problems. One idea to 
stimulate some interest in the 
new bill has been introduced 
in the House of Representa­ 
tives - Rep.

Unless of course they were 
to, ah, be given out at a 
reduced rate. 


And so the emergence of 
the Super Scoopers is an in­ 
creasing possibility, not to 
say controversy, of the na­ 
tions well being A spokes­ 
man for the Marion Power 
Shovel Company, which man­ 
ufactures Peabody’s 5960, 
says there are indications 
more such machines, even 
bigger machines, are on the 
way There are at least 26 
states in which the shovels 
mav one day be crawling 
through fields tearing up 
great areas of otherwise un­ 
disturbed land. 
The prospect, for those 
who’ve witnessed .ie Super 
Scoopers, is at the very least 
awesome. The River Queen 
Mine machine, for instance, 
seems not so much man- 
made as science fiction. It 
stands three-quarters of a 
football field high, is powered 
by 12,000 volts feed mg 
several 2.500-horsepower 
engines. To get about, it 
crawls on eight tracks, each 
of which dwarfs a pickup 
truck. The only easily com­ 
parable vehicle in the world 
is the Saturn rocket, which, 
by the way, is moved to its 
launch pad by the same 
crawl assembly used in the 
5960 
But size is only part of the 
scooper s charm When it 
goes to work it jars the 


senses The 210-foot boom is 
affixed to a 125-eubic yard 
bucket w hich on every strike 
can scrap«* enough earth to 
fill a railroad car Going full 
power it can rip out a sizea­ 
ble mountain, every hour 
And even thi-', say co*l 
men, is nothing “They got 
drag line machines operating 
now with 165-cuhic yards 
buckets. You turn a few ot 
them loose and they could 
reduce Mt 
Everest to a 
valley 
A ctu ally, the Sup e r 
Scoopers do not mint tht* 
coal. They are used to peel 
away the “ overburden 
(earth) so that smaller 
shovels, themselves very 
large, can get to and extract 
the glory. Yet for opponents 
of such earth mauling, and 
the opponents are legion, the 
super shovels have come to 
personify all that is destruc­ 
tive, all that is terrible about 
surface coal mining today 
Critics charg«* that strip 
mining is a rape of the earth. 
Figures indicate that strip­ 
ping machines have already 
cut through an area the size 
of Connecticut And govern­ 
ment surveyors believe there 
is a potential strip area six or 
seven times this large Con­ 
servationists and industry- 
weary people, pointing to 
places like Pennsylvania, 
where abandoned coal slags 
blotch the landscapes, some­ 
times catching tire and burn­ 
ing for years, say that such 
blighting is shamefully 
destructive and dangerous. 
But the coal operators 
plead otherw ise. River Queen 
Mine director Wend«*11 
Wilson says that stripping is 
fast becoming th«* only eco­ 
nomically feasible way to ex­ 
tract coal. Safety regulations 
he says, have closed many 
deep mines: 
“ Besides the many expen­ 
sive safety precautions that 
have to be met in deep min­ 
ing, there are also regula­ 
tions limiting the amount ot 
coal you can take out. The 
mineshafts are cut into coal 
and so only a certain amount 
can be taken without 
weakening the shaft.’ 
Moreover, adds \\ ilson, 
stripping needn't be th« 
devastation it has in the past. 
He says that Peabody, acting 
under Kentucky laws, must 
restore every acre mined. 
The company is required to 
put a restoration bond on 
each acre before stripping 
($400) to guarantee law com­ 
pliance. 
He says this last spring 
alone, on River Queen land 
alone, restoration personnel 
used 12 bulldozers. 1 K million

SAN FRANCISCO (U PI) - No 
question, it’s going to be a difficult 
year ahead for Walter Byers and his 
National 
Collegiate 
Athletic 
Association Council. 
Byers and the other members of 
the Council sat by the past three 
days and watched the NCAA, during 
its annual convention, hand over 
powers which may be tough to live 
with. 
For 
instance, 
the Convention 
redefined its amateur code with 
possible 
loopholes, 
gave 
Byers 
authority to deal with the energy 
crisis any way he sees fit, tightened 
recruiting in football and basketball 
and eliminated all restrictions on 
bowl invitations. 
“ I would have hoped, at least on 
the amateur code,” said Byers, 
“ that we had moved a little slower. I 
don’t anticipate any problems right 
now but I ’m not clairvoyant and 
can’t even begin to anticipate what 
could happen.” 
In its restructuring of the amateur 
code the convention adopted a 
proposal which permits an athlete to 
be a professional in one sport and an 
amateur in college in another. 
“ From 
an 
adm inistrative 
standpoint,” said Byers, “ the ruling 
does raise problems. But on balance 
it could prove to be a very good rule 
because 
it 
is 
an 
aid 
to 
the 
individuals. 
“ I’m inclined to think, although I 
could be wrong, that the borderline 
athletes going both ways will stay in 
college while the ones getting the 
big pro money will go pro all the 
way.

Reform proposals 


We believe that the State Legislature 
should 
give 
serious 
consideration 
to 
several 
m ajor 
proposals 
made 
by 
Governor Ronald Reagan in his last State 
of the State message to that lawmaking 
body. 
Noting the increasing responsibilities of 
the Secretary of State’s office in elections 
and reporting of campaign contributions, 
the governor proposes a constitutional 
amendment to make this office a non­ 
partisan position sim ilar to the state 
superintendent of public instruction. He 
feels strongly that such a step is necessary 
to elim inate any suggesting of partisan­ 
ship in the supervision of election and 
campaign laws. 


This proposal has great m erit. Only

Governor Reagan also calls for an 
independent 
citizens 
commission 
on 
elections 
to 
review 
ballot 
measures, 
monitor election reforms and otherwise 
“ protect the integrity of the entire election 
process.” 
The 
com m ission 
could

manner the state Board of Education 
guides educational policy. 
Another m ajor reform worthy of study is 
a 
proposed 
constitutional 
amendment 
which would require the Legislature to 
return to the governor a balanced budget 
or propose specific new taxes to bring it 
into 
balance. 
The 
constitution 
now 
requires the governor to submit a balanced 
budget and to propose higher taxes, if 
necessary, to make it balance. It makes 
some sense to impose the sam e restraint 
on the legislative branch 
as on the 
governor.

And it seems he has an ulcer, it 
seems that he is a homosexual, that 
he sleeps on a mattress of tobacco 
leaves, and that he keeps a harem of 
48 wives ¡^Switzerland.” 
Unfortunately, President Qaddafi 
reads Italian. This is so, probably, 
because the Italians owned Libya, 
until relatively recently. President 
Qaddafi read the article in La 
Stampa. To say he was not amused 
is not to convey the quality of his 
wrath. There was quite serious talk 
about 
suspending 
diplomatic 
relations with Italy. But in the flush 
of the recent oil diplomacy, it was 
quickly recognized that it doesn’t 
greatly hurt Italy to struggle along 
for a 
while without a Libyan 
ambassador. But it hurts greatly to 
struggle along without Libyan oil, 
which is a major source of Italian 
energy.

suggestion What he said was that 
when the Arabs do make their oil 
available again, we should, with 
great dignity, announce that we 
would not buy any Arab oil beyond 
that which cam e in during the 
boycott. There is noble precedent 
for this kind of thing: like the Negro

In the wrenching strains of recent 
times there have been good men, 
too This reporter was there at that 
last great scene in the McCarthy 
hearings in 1954 when a lawyer from

“ Have you no sense of decency, sir, 
at long last?” Joe Welch of Boston! 
He was a successful lawyer, but who 
had ever thought of him in a heroic 
role? 
He or some other decent 
citizen was bom to be present at just 
that moment, and say just those 
words in just the right tone of quiet 
passion. It was the slap that finally 
woke 
the 
sleep in g 
c o u n try . 
Greatness 
touched 
him 
for 
a 
minute. 


And so now down to Watergate 
We take a more hopeful view of the 
nasty 
mess 
than 
some,

b e c a u s e

confidence (not always sustained) 
that at critical m om ents the right 
person will be on hand to give us 
back a quiet sense of pride in 
America 
It 
may 
be

everybody by doing it 
There is, to start with, Senator 
Sam Ervin He gets to seem, more 
and m ore, like a leftover Founding 
Father. He didn’t im press people as 
being 
particularly 
heroic

W atergate cam e along. He fought 
desegregation tooth and nail, using 
e v e ry 
d evice, 
including 
the 
filibuster. But he couldn’t stomach 
W atergate. He presided fairly

smiled. And smiled His mysterious 
eyebrows went up and down and his 
jowls jiggled. He was quoting the 
Bible, 
or Shakespeare or some 
backhome village philosopher all 
the tim e as he scored his points.

There was Elliot Richardson. The
